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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
Year Ending December 31, 1953 


There were 466 pupils registered in September of 1953 in the 
public and parochial schools of West Rutland. 

These pupils were checked during the school year by the 
School Nurse. 

A health record is kept of each child, and parents are notified 
of the defect found. 

An Infant and Pre-School clinic was held on April 15-16-17- 
22 of 1953 at the Main St. School, under the direction of the Vt. 
Department of Health. One hundred and twelve children had 
p! i y s i cal i 1 1 spec 1 i on s . 

Twenty-two received initial immunization against diph- 
theria, tetanus and whooping cough; eight received booster 
doses, twenty-four were vaccinated against smallpox, two re- 
vaccinations. Seventy -five children had physical inspections 
with no immunization given. 

Dr, Frank J. Smolinski was the examining physician, assisted 
by Miss Barbara Cantwell, Public Health Nurse, and Mrs. 
Esther Nelson, School Nurse, 

Miss Milla Newland, Nutritionist of the Maternal and Child 
Health Division from Burlington, was here and talked with the 
mothers about diets and vitamins during the clinic. 

Miss Newland gave an outline of the vitamin program at a 
Parent Teachers Association meeting. 

The P. T. A offered vitamins to any child wishing to take 
them. This project started in September, the beginning of the 
school term. In St. Stanislaus School, each child paid 50c for the 
vitamins for the school year. 

In October and November of 1953 physical examinations of 
pupils in Grades 1 and 111 in both schools were offered by the 
state. Miss Barbara Cantwell, Public Health Nurse, was in 
charge. Dr. Smolinski was the examining physician, assisted by 
Miss Cantwell and Mrs. Nelson. There were 62 children who had 
physical inspections. Parents were notified of defects found in 
the children. 
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There were 0 children who received initial immunizations 
against diphtheria and tetanus toxoids* Ten were vaccinated 
against smallpox and eighteen given booster doses. 

Parents helped at these clinics and the physical inspections 
done at the school. 

In September of 1953 a clinic was held at the Nurses 7 Home 
in Rutland, Vermont, for Pre-School children. There were six 
children referred from West Rutland* Dr* Hubetiet was the 
examining physician, assisted by Miss Cantwell and Miss Mary 
Scliinowski, Public Health Nurses* 

Three children have been examined and fitted to glasses 
through the Association of the Blind in Burlington* 

Three children had tonsillectomies in April of 1953 on staff. 

There were sixty home calls and numerous contacts by 
telephone.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 

The School Board was very happy and very proud to invite 
the townspeople of West Rutland to attend an open house that 
was held just before the beginning of the school year. The School 
Board was proud because it could show to the people who came 
the beautiful redecorating that had been done during the summer 
months to the entire school building. 

As soon as the schools were closed in June, the painters and 
decorators were allowed to come into the building and commence 
the tremendous task decorating the entire building to insure that 
the work would be completed before the opening of school in 
September. So well had the school board planned, that every- 
thing had been completed before the opening day of school. The 
entire building, from top to bottom had been completely renovat- 
ed and redecorated. 

Previous to beginning the work and before the closing of 
school in June, an expert in interior decoration, sent to us by 
the Masury people through the courtesy of Sevigny Pharmacy 
went over the entire building together with the school board and 
made a complete and thorough plan for the redecorating of all 
the classrooms, halls and auditorium. 

It was planned to decorate the rooms in the modern scheme 
of pastel colors designed to brighten up and beautify the class- 
rooms and halls. The result of this planning and decorating was 
an attractive and beautiful school. This was the first time since 
the building had been completed in 1929 that such a complete 
and thorough job had been undertaken. The school board was 
extremely happy to present to the school children of West Rut- 
land when they entered school on the first day such a cheerful 
and pleasant building to attend classes in. 11 is hoped that the 
school children will show their appreciation of what the people 
of West Rutland through their school board have done for them 
by keeping it in the spotless condition that they found it in on 
their first day of school. 

The firm of Shackett and Dandrow were engaged to do this 
redecorating and they are to be complimented upon doing a very 
thorough and competent job. 

The parking area in the rear of the school building was en- 
larged so as to accommodate more automobiles and it is hoped 
this increase in parking space will aid a great deal in eliminating 
the hazardous condition in the front of the building caused by 
parked automobiles during high school functions. 
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All the lavatories were done over and decorated in harmony 
with the balance of the school. The old style fixtures that had 
been in use for years were removed and new, modern off the floor 
type of fixtures were installed. All the lavatories and washrooms 
were equipped with soap dispensers and the rooms made thor- 
oughly clean and sanitary. 

This plumbing work w as done very efficiently and well by 
Boll in Thrall and Son. 

In addition to redecorating the rooms, the lighting on the 
third floor of the building, that part occupied by the high school, 
was improved upon. In the auditorium, the typing, and the book- 
keeping room, the old style lights were removed and new fluor- 
escent fixtures installed. The improvement in the lighting is 
something that must be seen to be appreciated. The necessary 
alterations in the wiling were made and plans formed to event- 
ually change over all the lighting on the third floor of the building. 

To make ready for future changes in the lighting the entire 
main service installation was completely rebuilt. New, improved 
main switches, meters, fuse boxes, etc., were installed. 

All the electrical work was under the charge of Joseph 
Duskiewiez. 

The third floor was equipped with new curtains for the 
windows. This completes the plan of the school board to equip 
the entire building with new curtains in three years. It is with 
satisfaction that the board reports that this phase of their plan- 
ning has been completed. 

The room for the male members of the high school faculty 
was completely done over. The shelves that were formerly in 
the room w ere removed, the room redecorated and new furniture 
installed. This has made a very attractive and pleasant room. 

The locker rooms beneath the gymnasium were all done over. 
New lights were installed in the locker rooms and in the shower 
rooms. The janitor’s room adjacent to the boiler room was 
partitioned off forming a corridor and a supply room in which 
the janitor may stoiv all his supplies and equipment. This great- 
ly improved the appearance of this particular part of the building. 

The school board is well aware of the condition of the two 
boilers that have been used for heating the building ever since 
1929. Through the years the boilers have been put to great 
stresses due to the settling of the building. This settling of the 
building produced a change in the base support under the boilers 
which they rest upon. As a result the boilers have not been per- 
fectly horizontal which through the years would gradually weaken 
them. These boilers are inspected by a reputable boiler inspection 
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service and while reported as satisfactory they were also reported 
as being old and liable to give out at any time. With these facts 
in mind the board is studying the situation carefully and has al- 
re ad y ton t. a t i vo \ ) 1 ans t c j re m e d y it. 

To improve the heating of the building during the winter 
months and to reduce the work of the janitor it was decided to 
install a stoker for the boiler. The board had been advised that 
this stoker in one boiler would adequately take care of the build- 
ing during the early fall and during the spring, with a material 
saving in fuel and labor. After giving tins stoker a thorough 
trial it was found to be unsatisfactory and it was taken out and 
the boiler restored to its original condition. 

There were two changes in tire high school faculty. Miss 
Jean Brigham, the instructor in the I jiglish Department, re- 
signed her position to accept a similar position in Gloucester, 
Massachusetts. No instructor was engaged to take the position 
left vacant by this resignation. The subjects taught by Miss 
Brigham wore taken care of by re-organizing the instructional 
duties of the other members of the faculty. The second change 
was the resignation of Miss Marjorie Allard, the Home Econ- 
omics Instructor, who resigned to enter training for nursing. Miss 
Constance Rheerin of Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts a graduate 
of Regis College was engaged as Home Economics instructor to 
replace Miss Allard. 

The medical examination of the students in the first and 
third grades was again made under the direction of the State De- 
partment of health. The examinations were conducted by Dr. 
Frank J, Smolinski, assisted by the state nurse Miss Cantwell 
and our own school nurse, Mrs, Esther Nelson. In all, some fiO 
students were examined. Inoculations and immunizations were 
given to all those children whose parents desired it. 

During the month of April the infant and pre-school clinic 
was held. Over one hundred children attended the clinic. This 
clinic was also conducted by Dr, Smolinski assisted by Mrs. 
Esther Nelson, the high school nurse. This clinic offers an op- 
portunity to any family in town to bring their children to the 
clinic for examination. Vaccination and immunization are offered 
and consultations are had with the parents of the children. In 
connection with the health program, the administering of vitamin 
pills to the school children was started in September, These 
vitamin pills are offered to all of the school children without any 
charge being made to the parents. This program and t he expense 
attached to it is taken care of by the Parent Teachers Association. 

The hot lunch program, another project of the Parent 
Teacher Association, was in operation again this year. The hot 
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lunches begin the first of December and continue on through the 
winter months until April first. The type of lunch served this 
year is called the Class A. Lunch, The price of the lunch was kept 
at a price of 15c for students and 25c for adults. The number of 
students served this year was an increase over the number served 
last year. This year the average attendance at the lunch program 
varied from 1(50 to 190. 

The school band, under the able direction of Mr. Iarini, gave 
its first, full-dress performance in May. The band was resplend- 
ent in their new uniforms of green with gold trimming, and we 
were all very proud of their performance and their splendid ap- 
pearance, The band had a full year. They attended the Man- 
chester Music Festival sponsored by the Manchester Rotary 
Club which festival is under the direction of Mr, lanni. This 
festival is given by all the bauds under Mr. I&imi’s direction. 
The band then attended the music festival held in Burlington 
sponsored by the Lions Club, This festival is attended by all the 
school bands in the state. Then they went to Rutland to attend 
the Southern Vermont Music Festival held there. Our glee club, 
ably directed by Miss Margaret Bliss our music instructor, also 
attended the festival at Burlington, The hand gave an outdoor 
performance during the summer months at, the close of tlie season. 
The concert was given as a part of the recreation program. The 
concert was held on the athletic field and the popularity of the 
concert was attested by the large number of people who came to 
listen to the program presented by the band. On Memorial Day 
of last year the band assisted in the Memorial Day Exercises of 
the American Legion. This full the band marched in the Armistice 
Day parade that was held in Rutland. This coming year the 
band plans to attend the State Music Festival in Burlington and 
the Musical Festival to be held in Manchester. 

The school bus schedule was in operation again this year 
with practically the same schedule as outlined for last year. 
There has been one addition made to the schedule and that is the 
bus mute lias been extended along Route 4 towards Rutland as 
fur as Irene's Diner where it makes a stop and turn to pick up 
those students who live in that locality. This new arrangement 
replaces the former contract that was hold with the Rutland Bus 
Company to bring these children to the West Rutland schools 
and return them to their homes. 

There is appended to this report a statistical report showing 
the enrollment trends during the years 1944-1955. This report 
is to inform the people of the changes that have occurred In 
student personnel during these years.
